McAliley said the child sup- 
port division needed a lot of 
work when he became district 
attorney, and although it sull

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New Brockton Town Council votes to apply for three separate grants

Council held a rather routine

The sun shined brightly 
Sunday afternoon, April 13, as 
citizens gathered around the his- 
toric downtown square in Elba to 
kickoff “Celebrate...Elba 150" 
with a bit of singing, preaching, 
poetry and even a history lesson, 

The Sunday afternoon reli-

gious service served as the first 
scheduled event for the year long 
celebration of Elba’s rich history 
from 1853-2003, and the spint of 
community Was evident. 

A community choir enter- 
tained the crowd with a patriotic 
medley, “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” several hymns, and, of 
course, the choir led everyone in 


singing “Happy Birthday” to 
Elba along with “God Bless 
America.” 

Former Coffee County Probate 
Judge Marion Brunson, who is 
recognized as one of the county's 
top historians, reminded those in 
attendance of some of Elba’s 
most remembered events includ- 
ing how Elba came to be, as well 
as, the floods it has withstood 
through the years. He also 
revealed a tidbit of information 
most in attendance did not real- 
ize in that the record books indi- 
cated the incorporation date for 
the City of Elba being April 13, 
1853 (exactly 150 years to the 
date of the sesquicentennial cele- 
bration kickoff). 

Brunson also spoke of two 
other sesquicentennial celebra- 
tions taking place in Elba this 
year, 

The Elba United Methodist 
Church remains Elba’s oldest 
church as it too celebrates 150 
years, and the Brunson Family 
Reunion, which brings over 400 
descendants to the Elba area each 
year, will celebrate its 150th 
reunion in just over one week on 
Saturday, April 26. 

All of this was highlighted 
with a short sermon by Rev. John 
Baxter, the current pastor of Elba 
United Methodist Church, and a 
special poem written and deliv- 
ered by Winzell Gray. 

Now that “Celebrate...Elba 
150” is officially. underway, 
everyone is encouraged (0 get 
involved and help make the 
city’s sesquipentennial year one 
to remember, 


The next scheduled event will 


meeting Monday evening, 
April 7, with grants being the 
main matter of business. 

Council members approved a 
resolution to apply for a grant 
with ADECA (Alabama 
Department of EeoOnomic and 
Community Affairs) to. obtain 
two police cars from the state 
surplus division, 

New Brockton was selected 
to apply for the grant after 
Mayor Charles Cole sent a let- 
ter to the law enforcement tral- 
fic safety division of ADECA 
requesting assistance in allow- 
ing the town to purchase two 
patrol vehicles. 

In his letter, Cole said, “the 
existing police vehicles are 
aged with excessively high 
mileage and need to be 
replaced for reliable communt- 
ly patrol service.” 


Lenwood Herron, — grant 
writer for New Brockton, said 
if New Brockton’s application 
is approved, the grant will be a 
90-10 percent matching fund 
grant, and the amount the town 
Will have to pay will vary based 
on the asking price of the yehi- 
purchase.

He said budget information 
indicates the office will receive 
state funding cuts. equaling 
$162,114 next year, With this 
being way below what it takes.to 
run the office, McAliley said his 
office will have to. come up with 
ways to generate additional 
funding. 

The deferred prosecution bill 
will be one way to help with 
funding since offenders. will 
have to pay certain costs to be 
approved for the program. 

If passed by the legislature, 
McAliley said the program 
allows the district attomey to 
establish a pre-trial diversion 
program for first time offenders 
of non-violent crimes. He said 
the district attorney will make 
the decision. of who does and 
does not qualify for the pro- 
gram. 

To avoid being prosecuted, 
McAliley said these individuals 
pay certain fees including court 
costs and agree to go through 
driving school, counseling, etc. 
He said the fee in which the 
offender pays will be based on 
the misdemeanor crime commit- 
ted.

As for the budget, Mobley 
said the sheriff's department is 
basically online with its overall 
budget for the year, but it is 
already above budget on the line 
item for vehicle maintenance. 

Regardless, the commission- 
ers seemed to agree in wanting 
the sheriff to come in and 
explain the spare vehicle situa- 
tion, therefore, commission 
chairman Robert Stephens said 
he would request Sheriff Ben 
Moates be at the commission's 
next meeting which will be 
Monday, April 28.

“My wife's daddy, Dean 
Smith, took me turkey hunting 
for the first time in 1991," 


"Matthews said. “On my first 


hunt, Ukitled a big gobbler and 1 
was hooked. T got downright 
obsessed with it and have 
enjoyed it ever since.” 

Since that first turkey hunt, 
Matthews immersed himself in 
turkey hunting and now makes 
his own calls and serves as a 
guide for turkey hunters at Bent 
Creek Lodge in Jachin, over in 
Choctaw County 

However, his current success 
in the sport goes back to that 
turkey hunt in-199] 

“After that first hunt, | started 
reading everything | could get 
my hands on and watching tapes 
about turkey hunting,” the*Elba 
native said. “Tl was going to col, 
lege at Enterprise State 
Community College and it took 
about 40 minutes to drive there 
from Elba. The whole time dur 
ing that drive, I'd have a callin 
my mouth, working on the per- 
fect sound.” 

Matthews said he pructiced 
year-round with his calling 

“T didn’t take any time away 
from it,” he said. “When T was- 
n't watching tapes or reading 
books about calling turkeys. | 
was out in the woods, listening 
to all the sounds that turkeys 
make. I loved it then and I still 
do.”

After finishing college at 


Enterprise State, Matthews went 
to Auburn University, where he 
took part in the co-op program 

“I'd go to school for a quarter 
and work for a quarter,” he said 
“Luckily for me, T worked at the 
Georgia-Pacific mill in New 
Augusta, Mississippi.” 

He began talking with co 
workers at the mill about turkey 
hunting and demonstrated his 
calling abilities 

“Some of the guys heard me 
yelping and got me in touch 
with Preston Pittman,” 
Matthews related 

Pittman gained tremendous 
fame in the turkey-hunting 
world when he developed the 
‘Black Diamond” mouth call, 
still to this day one of the most 
popular mouth calls among 
turkey hunters 

“We hit it off real good,” 
Matthews said. “I started work 
ing for him on the side, building 
calls and packaging stuff for 
shipping. During that time, | 
learned an awful lot about 
turkey hunting,” 

Matthews said he got to go to 
various competitions and met 
some of the best turkey callers 
uround. He also encountered 
many veteran turkey hunters 
who often stopped by Pittman’s 
shop in rural Mississippi. 

“T'd just sit there and listen, 
soaking up every word they 
said,” Matthews related. “I got a 
great chance to pick up on some 
things that I might never have 
learned hunting by myself,” 

After college, Matthews went 
to work for Weyerhaeuser and 
he continued to dabble in mak- 
ing turkey calls.

In fact, he told me | 
needed to start making my own 
calls and he helped me get start 
ed up. Tf it wasn’t for him, I

In 1998, Matthews met Barry 
Springfield from Georgia, who 
helped him get into making calls 
on his own 

“Barry had a real precise sys 
tem,” Matthews said) “He 
recorded every measurement for 
every call he made, He paid a lot 
of attention to detail, He was 
phasing out of the business but 
he shared a tot of that knowl 
cdee with me. I finally decided 
to order the machines and start 
fooling with my own calls.” 


Calls Lead To Bigger Things 

Working in his shop at home, 
Matthews experimented with a 
number of calls before settling 
on one model 

“It took a lot of trial and 
error.” he said, “Just like Barry, 
though. | wrote down every- 
thing | did and was able to find 
out what | needed to change to 
get the sound | wanted. One day, 
I finished a call, popped it in my 
mouth and it sounded just like a 
turkey, | knew that was the call 
for me.” 

He began making calls for his 
friends and for other folks who 
heard‘about his calls 

‘It all spread by word-of- 
mouth,” Matthews said. “Before 
long, | had people all over the 
place wanting my calls.” 

That included competition 
yelpers: and Matthews’ calls 
have been used in state, national 
and world competitions. In fact, 
he has been a judge on just 
about every level of calling

competitions 

"The thing people like about 
my calls is they are custom 
made for each caller,” he said. “I 
talk to folks and find out what 
they want, -then 1 make their 
call, | keep them all on index 
cards. When they want a new 
one, | just pull out the card with 
all the information on it and 
make them a call just like the 
one they had.” 

His success with making calls 
led to other hunting opportuni 
ties, including working as a 
guide at Bent Creek Lodge 

“IT started doing guide work 
and that led to other things,” 
Matthews said. “lve gotten to 
be good friends with Troy Ruiz, 
one of the cameramen for 
Mossy Oak Productions. He has 
filmed me calling up birds for 
people and a couple have made 
it onto television.”

Matthews, who-doesn’t enter 
calling competitions, says call 
ing 1s only part of a hunter's 
success at bagging a nice bird 

“If you've got a call you have 
confidence in, it will make you 
hunt harder but calling alone 
won'tresultin getting a turkey,” 
He said, “About 90 percent of 
turkey hunting is good wood- 
manship. I know a lot of turkey 
hunters who wouldn't even 
place in a calling competition 
but they kill turkeys regularly 
year-in and year-out,” 

In fact, it’s the guiding and 
hunting that. Matthews likes 
most. 

“It's rewarding to make a

Association of Colleges and 
Schools) reviews were the first 
completed, and both schools 
received good remarks from the 
peer review team. Weeks said 
the team was especially 
impressed with the overall safe- 
ty of the school system. 

Two separate reviews handled 
by the state board of education 
office included the Federal 
Programs monitoring and 
Special Haveaten  Foctised 
monitoring. 

“The focus of the federal 
monitoring Visit is to discover 
and point out shortcomings in 
the planning and expenditure of 
federal dollars,” Weeks said. “I 
am proud to say that the moni- 
toring team found no major 
problems with out plans. and 
programs.” 

He said the most. serious 
shortcoming centered around 
the elementary school’s Title | 
“Schoolwide Plan” because it 
was developed in 1997-98 and ‘is 
in need of updating and revis- 
ing.

Heart disease, stroke, diabetes, 
cancer, arthritis and osteoporosis 
are major chronic conditions that 
can be significantly improved by 
increased physical activity. A 
minimum of 30 minutes a day of 
moderate physical activity (such 
as brisk walking) is recommend 
ed, and can be divided into three 
10-minute segments with the 
same health benefits. 

The Fun Run runners/walkers 
will begin their journey from in 
front of the Elba Senior Citizen's 
Center and complete a one mile 
track across downtown Elba fol- 
lowing a marked ,, path, 
Ambassadors from Elba High
